Two Romulus police officers 
involved in the shooting of an 
off-duty Pontiac police officer 
filed grievances Monday 
claiming that their suspension 
without pay from the force 
pending an investigation is 
illegal, according to a union 
representative. 

Ron Huggins, president of 
the Romulus Police Officers 
Association, said that accord¬ 
ing to the contract the men may 
be “suspended with pay from 
duty by a superior officer.” 

Section 12 of the patrol offic¬ 
ers union contract further 
states that “suspension may be 
continued without pay upon re¬ 
view by the Chief of Police.” 

The men, Huggins said, are 
claiming that such a review 
has yet to be conducted and cal¬ 
led the suspension without pay 
a premature move by the 
Acting Chief of Police John 
Lewis. 

An internal investigation is 
continuing in the incident that 
has caused embarrassment 
and has led to few department 
comments regarding the offic¬ 
er’s behavior^ , 


“An inter-departmental in¬ 
vestigation is currently being 
conducted,” John Lewis said, 
adding that there have been no 
criminal charges leveled 
against any of the officers in¬ 
volved in the 12:30 a.m. inci¬ 
dent on Feb. 5. 

“Each case must be decided 
on its own merits,” he said. 
“After I reviewed the case, I 
suspended the men without pay 
until we finalize the investiga¬ 
tion.” 

The investigation is being 
conducted simultaneously with 
the Pontiac Police Department 
to determine why two Romulus 
policemen, one a four-year 
veteran of the force and the 
other a probationary officer 
nired six months ago, fired 
their weapons during a routine 
traffic stop in Van Buren 
Township which led to the in¬ 
jury of the Pontiac officer. 

Both officers were in pursuit 
of a GMC Jimmie that was 
traveling at “a high rate of 
speed” westbound on 1-94 to 
northbound 1-275 and eventual¬ 
ly ended their chase at north¬ 
bound 1-275 and Ecorse Road in 
Van Buren Township. 

Apparently, as a result of a 
computer break-down in the 


police station that morning, the 
officers were unable to run the 
license number of the driver of 
the vehicle. 

This is the reason, according 
to Det. David Early, the officers 
did not know that the driver was 
a former Romulus officer. 

The Pontiac officer allegedly 
opened his window, leaned out 
of the car and “shouted some¬ 
thing at the officers,” Early 
said. 

The veteran officer, attemp¬ 
ting to pull out his back up .38 
caliber revolver used routinely 
in traffic stops, accidently dis¬ 
charged the weapon into the 
ground on the driver side of the 
vehicle. 

Upon hearing the gunshot, 
the rookie officer, believing his 
partner to be in danger, Early 
said, fired two shots from his 
.357 revolver into the passen¬ 
ger side, injuring the Pontiac 
officer in the right shoulder. 

The Pontiac officer drove 
himself to the Detroit Indust¬ 
rial Clinic on Middlebelt Road 
in Romulus, not knowing that 
he had been injured by a gun¬ 
shot but believing instead that 
he was struck by glass frag-

Barden misses cable deadline

City council members are 
awaiting a response from Don 
Barden, president of Barden 
Communications, after send¬ 
ing a letter informing the cable 
owner of his failure to meet a 
six-month extension deadline 

The letter was sent Feb. 5, 
just two days after the Feb. 3 
deadline for the completion of 
cabling of eligible areas in 
Romulus. 

A cable ordinance, drawn up 
by the city council and 
approved by Barden, states, in 
Section 6B, that damages of 
$1,000 per day will be assessed 
for non-compliance. 

“He’s been notified and I 
assume he’ll honor his con¬ 
tract,’’ Mary Ann Banks, 
Mayor Pro Tern said. “In my 
opinion, we have a contract and 
it is stated in the extension that 
he would be subject to the 
penalties.” 

No further action is needed to 
begin levying the fines, Banks 
said. 

Barden asked for an exten¬ 
sion of an Aug. 3,1985 deadline 
last September. 

In a resolution drawn up to 
comply with the request, the 
city council allocated Feb. 3 as 
the new date for completion. 

Banks said the council will 
wait until Barden contacts the 
city before any further deci¬ 
sions are made. 

Barden Tuesday said he in¬ 
tends to seek second extension 
in order to avoid the penalties 
imposed by the ordinance and 
to enable cable wiring comple¬ 
tion. 

“We plan on contacting the 
city for an extension and we 
hope that the council will be 
reasonable,” Barden said in a 
telephone interview from 
Toronto. “We are just about 
completed.” 

Barden said that weather 
conditions prevented more 


rapid cable wiring but that 
once the “weather clears, we 
should have the city wired by 
April.” 

Banks said she would have 
preferred to have heard from 
Barden by the council meeting 
Monday night. The next council 
meeting is scheduled for Feb. 
24. 

“We’ll see what he presents 
to us then before we will consid¬ 
er another extension,” Banks 
said. “I’d have to hear his ex¬ 
planations, see how far along 
he is and if he can have it done 
within a few months. I think the 
citizens have all been patien- 
t...and I’d like to know when 
our schools, city hall and public 
buildings are going to be 
hooked up,” 

Barden notified the council 
last month that areas desig¬ 
nated as A,B and C have been 
sucessfully wired. Those areas 


represent the western half of 
the city. According to the lan¬ 
guage of the extensTon, those 
areas were to be wired by Oct. 3 
and Nov. 3, respectively. 

In areas D and E, scheduled 
to be completed by Feb. 3 and 
representing the eastern half of 
the city, approximately 32.4 
miles of cable plant are 
working. 

The rest, Barden estimated, 
should be completed no later 
than April. 

Barden Communications 
was issued the Romulus 
franchise in Dec. 1982. 

The city received a check for 
$3,728.19, the amount owned by 
Barden for the franchise fee for 
Aug. 1, 1984 through Dec. 31, 
1985. 

That check came approx¬ 
imately 30 days before the 
semi-annual due date. 


After telling them to “wake 
up and face the times”, parents

“Kids report being afraid 
to use the bathrooms, boys are 
seen leaving the girls bath¬ 
room. Bus drivers report 
drinking on busses, drinking on 
school property after the 
games and bullets found in the 
cafeteria. Why do you keep tell¬ 
ing us ‘we don’t have those 
kinds of problems here?” 

Another audience member 
told board members that stu¬ 
dents were “victims of school 
administration apathy” and 
“cover-ups”. 

“We as parents are appalled 
and outraged,” Dorothy Nesler 
said. 


as security personnel” should

‘Employees must live in city,’council rules

Following up on charges that 
they are not enforcing an ordi¬ 
nance mandating residency for 
all city employees, the city 
council agreed to notify the em¬ 
ployee unions that residency 
will be a negotiable item during 
contract talks. 

Left open was the question of 
whether they should revise the 
ordinance or exclude police 
personnel and other trained 
professionals. 

The city currently em* 
ploys approximately 172 peo¬ 
ple. All but five, excluding 
police personnel, reside within 
the city. 

Virtually all but four out of 36 
police officers reside outside 
city limits, according to a list 
submitted by the mayor. 

“The unions should be noti¬ 
fied by union representatives 
that this will be a negotiable 


item,” Barry Seifman, a city 
attorney present during a spe¬ 
cially-convened residency 
meeting Feb. 4. 

Seifman added that, in an 
effort to avoid labor disputes, 
both city unions, the Teamsters 
and the American Federation 
of State and Municipal Em¬ 
ployees (AFSME) should be 
notified simultaneously that 
the residency issue will be a 
bargaining issue. 

In addition, the two police un¬ 
ions will be notified of the deci¬ 
sion to negotiate residency dur¬ 
ing contract talks this summer. 

The move to enforce the re¬ 
sidency ordinance means that 
remaining city contracts will 
be reopened to begin discus¬ 
sion, Seifman said. 

The issue of was brought be¬ 
fore the council by then newly- 
elected Councilman Ellis Pen¬ 
nington last November. 

He pointed out that most 
police officers were in violation 


of the city ordinance and that 
an effort should be made to cor¬ 
rect the violation. 

As a result, the council in¬ 
structed Mayor Beverly McA- 
nally to issue notices to all city 
employees informing them of 
the ordinance and requiring 
employees to update the city 
council of their current 
addresses. 

Consequently, only a small 
fraction were found to be in 
violation of the ordinance. 

Six employees, including the 
assessor, an accountant, and 
community development 
director, are under a non-union 
contract with the city. Four 
separate employees are union 
non-residents and one is a non¬ 
union employee residing out¬ 
side the city. 

The ordinance provides for 
exemption from the residency 
rule for professional personnel 
under a non-union contract. 

They will not be required to 
move into the city, the council 


said. 

“Most of these people have 
areas of expertise not readily 
available in the city,” McAnal- 
ly told the council. “I think you 
have the key to the problem we 
face with the residency ordi- 
nance-we cannot draw from 
the community for the level of 
expertise we need. 

Councilmembers agreed, 
with the exception of Penning¬ 
ton, but said first they would be 
willing to negotiate with the un¬ 
ions. 

“E'.very employee who is 
hired knows about the residen¬ 
cy clause,” Mayor Pro Tern 
Mary Ann Banks said. “We 
should either abide by the ordi¬ 
nance or change it.” 

“My main concern is how 
many police officers do we 
have employed and how many 
of them are residents of the 
city? Pennington asked. Do we 
have enough in the city to hand¬ 
ler a general emergency? Can 
we wait until the officers get

here from Detroit, Plymouth, 
Livonia, Taylor and Belleville? 
I’m concerned about the safety 
of the city-I’m not out to try 
and get anybody’s job. 

Ron Huggins, president of 
the Romulus Police Officers 
Association, said that officers 
were told by the former mayor, 
William Oakley, that they 
would not be required to meet 
the residency requirements. 

Apparently, in an effort to 
attract qualified police officers 
to immediately replace the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment in 1981, the city 
agreed to allow incoming offic¬ 
ers the option of living outside 
the city. 

It was a move, McAnally said 
of her predessor, that was- 
necessary in order to acquire 
“trained personnel” to fill the 
vacancy left by the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment. 

“According to our attorneys, 
we would not have to move into

Romulus is a good place to do 
business, according to a survey 
conducted by Michigan Bell 
Telephone aimed at assessing 
the level of satisfaction by busi¬ 
ness operators. 

“I think its nice that they 
appreciate and recognize that 
the city is good for business,” 
Mayor Beverly McAnally said. 
“When you read it and it is ex¬ 
pressed objectively, from the 
standpoint that (business own¬ 
ers) are not talking directly to 
me, the mayor, it is a high com¬ 
pliment.” 

The survey, released last 
week, labeled the Michigan In¬ 
dustrial Business Retention 
and Expansion Study, was con¬ 
ducted over several months 
last year, according to Char¬ 
lene Mitchell, a spokesperson 
for Michigan Bell. 

At least 50 Romulus business 
men and women were asked 
how they felt about doing busi¬ 
ness in the city, about the size 
of their workforce, the kind of 
industry they operated and 
how they felt about services 
provided by Romulus. 

‘‘The responses they gave 
were confidential,” Mitchell 
said, “but overall, they rated 
Romulus high because of its 
location and support from the 
city.” 

McAnally said the report will 
be distributed to city council 
members, after which she in¬ 
tends to tout the high rating to 
the Michigan Builders Associa¬ 
tion in an effort to “attract 
even more businesses to the 
city.” 

The survey found that more 
than 80 percent of those sur¬ 
veyed rated Romulus an “ex¬ 
cellent” area or a “good” area 
in which to conduct business. 

At least 28 percent revealed 
plans to expand their existing 
facilities this year, an expan¬ 
sion effort totaling more than 
100,000 square feet of new 
building space. 

Fifty-two percent are plan¬ 
ning to modernize their facili¬ 
ties. 

The survey is conducted free 
of charge to communities by 
Michigan Bell. Commercial 
and retail businesses were not 
interviewed, Mitchell said. 

“We conduct these surveys 
because Michigan Bell is com¬ 
mitted to community service 
and economic development. It 
makes good sense to us as a 
company,” she said. 

“The message we’ve gotten 
comes from people who’ve 
done business in Romulus,” 
McAnally said. “They are 
already here doing business 
and they are obviously pleased. 
That’s not just propaganda.”

ments. 

He was then treated at Anna¬ 
polis Hospital and released. 

The Romulus officers were 
immediately suspended, Early 
said. 

Disciplinary action will be 
decided by Lewis, he said.

The department rules and 
regulations regarding the use 
of firearms state that an officer 
must not discharge his weapon 
unless in defense of himself or 
another person. 

There is no language addres¬ 
sing accidental discharges of 
firearms. 

A Pontiac police officer 
Tuesday said that the case has 
been assigned to a member of 
the investigating unit in the de¬ 
partment.

the city,” Huggins said. “(The 
city council) hasn’t enforced 
the rule in four years. If they do 
now, well, then we’ll see what 
happens.” 

Huggins said that no officer 
lives more than a half hour 
away from the station, a situa¬ 
tion, he said, that should dispel 
any worries about safety with¬ 
in the city. 

“Most of us spend more time 
here than we do at home any¬ 
way,” he said. “It’s not as 
though we don’t contribute 
something to the city-we’re 
probable the most visible em¬ 
ployees.” 

Another officer, who asked 
not to identified by name, said 
that he could not think of one 
incident where an off-duty 
officer was called in to work as 
the result of an emergency. 

“We have, in the past, called 
in the sheriff’s department and 
relied on other agencies for 
assistance but never on off- 
duty officers,” he said. 

Huggins concurred and 
added that if immediate assist¬ 
ance was needed, “surround¬ 
ing community departments- 
those involved in the mutual 


aid program” could be used. 

Huggins said that the re¬ 
sidency issue was never an 
item during the first contract 
talks in 1981. The department 
faces renewed bargaining this 
summer. 

“All you have to do is call the 
issue to the bargaining table,” 
Seifman said. “Whenever 
there is a union contract, bar¬ 
gaining is never closed. You 
can always negotiate it and if 
an impasse is reached, then we 
can enforce it.” 

Councilman Barry Baumann 
suggested revising the ordi¬ 
nance to include residency 
within a 20-mile radius of the 
city, a move, he said, that is 
popular in surrounding com¬ 
munities. 

Another councilmember 
agreed that revising the ordi¬ 
nance may be within the best 
interests of the city. 

“Police officers live outside 
the city for a number of 
reasons,” Alan Lambert said. 
“Their kids are harrassed by 
other kids at school, neighbors 
get angry that the officers give 
them tickets for speeding. I 
think the officers are more 
objective about their jobs if 


they are not living in the city.” 

“I would like to think that all 
of our people who work here 
would like to live here but the 
harsh reality is that we don’t 
have comparible housing stock 
to offer,” McAnally said. 

A section of the ordinance 
allows for an employee to peti¬ 
tion the city council for exemp¬ 
tion on the basis of hardship or 
lack of suitable housing. 

“In my opinion, if we had a 
police department that had 
been here 20 or 30 years, it 
would be high time that we 
would have trained officers 
from Romulus,” McAnally 
continued. “But we really ha¬ 
ven’t had the time to develop 
that idea.” 

McAnally said that she en¬ 
visioned offering Romulus re¬ 
sidents a cadet training prog¬ 
ram, one that would allow 18-to 
21-year-old citizens the oppor¬ 
tunity to serve on the police de¬ 
partment if they qualified. 

“That’s my plan, but until 
then, I absolutely agree that we 
should either revise the ordi¬ 
nance if it is not practical or 
adhere to it,” she said. “I’m not 
comfortable ignoring it.” 


Romulus man pleads guilty in 
death of 17-year-old student 


A 24-year-old Romulus man 
charged in the death of a high 
school senior after he struck 
the teen with a car pleaded 
guilty to negligent homicide in 
Wayne County Circuit Court. 

Robert J. Kubicki, of 29221 
Goddard Road, entered his 
plea before Judge Anthony L. 
Szymanski Feb. 6. 

Kubicki was charged with 
the death of Michael Sperry, a 


Romulus High School senior, 
after his car struck the teen 
Oct. 6. 

The teenager died shortly af¬ 
ter of injuries sustained in the 
accident. 

Sentencing for Kubicki, 
which carries a maximum two 
years imprisonment, is sche¬ 
duled for March 26. 

Sperry, an active student, 
was walking home from a par¬ 


ty at approximately 8:07 p.m. 
when Kubicki, apparently in¬ 
toxicated, struck him. 

Police said Sperry was walk¬ 
ing in the middle of the road 
when he was struck on Mid- 
dlebelt Road. 

Police said that Kubicki was 
apparently attempting to lo¬ 
cate Sperry to give him a ride 
home when the accident 
occurred.

Police may charge 
2 youths in stabbing

Police expect to seek war¬ 
rants charging at least two 
more juveniles, one Romulus 
student and one Inkster stu¬ 
dent, in connection with the 
stabbing death of a Romulus 
high school athlete. 

“We do intend to charges 
against two male juveniles 
soon,” Det. Dan Snyder said. 

The juveniles, a 14-year-old 
and a 16-year-old, were orgi- 
nally brought in for questioning 
by police in the Jan. 31 of death 
of Robert O’Day at Romulus 
High School. 

A probable cause hearing for 
the 17-year-old suspect 
arrested in O’Day’s death was 
waived in juvenile court by the 
youth’s attorney, according to 
Romulus juvenile officer John 
Smagner. 

The move Feb.6 cleared the 
way for the second phase of the 
probable cause hearing which 
will determine whether the In¬ 
kster resident will be tried as 
an adult or as a juvenile, Smag¬ 
ner said. 

The suspect, who turned 17- 
the age the courts have deter¬ 
mined one can be tried as an 
adult- 33 hours after allegedly 
stabbing O’Day in the chest.

High School student, Lorri Bo- 
ger, presented board members 
with a petition signed by 265 
students, parents and other re¬ 
sidents calling for better secur¬ 
ity measures in the school. 

“We did this as a result of the 
Robert O’Day incident and be¬ 
cause a lot of students don’t feel 
safe at school,” Boger said. 

A schoolmate, Tracy Staf- 
field, 15, agreed. The O’Day 
stabbing, fights during football 
games and injury caused by 
students threating other stu¬ 
dents on the bleachers during 
school games are some of the 
problems, she said, particular¬ 
ly by “outsiders” entering the 
school premises. 

Donna Wilson, a 1975 Romu¬ 
lus High School graduate, told 
board members that “times 
have changed-we didn’t have 
kids killed, or kids being 
threatened then. I just want my 
child to go to school with the 
same safety as I did. Times 
have changed, the security (in 
the school) has got to change. 
Wake up and face the times, 
come up to today, it’s 1985.” 

School superintendent Wil¬ 
liam Bedell said Tuesday that 
his administration will ex¬ 
amine school security and 
meet next week to compile 
written replies to each incident 
raised by parents. 

“We receive reports of 
knives and guns and we always 
follow up on them,” Bedell 
said. “We’re no different from 
any other metro suburban high 
school. When you have 1500 stu¬ 
dents, you’re always going to 
have problems.” 


sentence if convicted of the 
charge of first degree murder 
as an adult. 

The second phase of the 
probable cause hearing will in¬ 
clude reports by a probation 
officer, a representative from 
the Clinic for Child Studies, a 
psychologist and a member of 
the Michigan Department of 
Corrections. 

The incident, which caused 
an uproar among community 
members and students at the 
school, led parents during a 
school board meeting Monday 
night to call for stricter secur¬ 
ity measures in the schools. 

The stabbing was the result 
of three outside students enter¬ 
ing the building to provoke a 
Romulus student, according to 
police. 

Inkster school district offi¬ 
cials Tuesday expressed their 
concern that the public mis¬ 
takenly believes that the sus¬ 
pect in the O’Day incident is 
from Inkster High School.

Police said the youth 
attended Robichaud High 
School in Dearborn Heights. 


Bedell said students caught 
carrying weapons are dici- 
plined in a variety of ways, in¬ 
cluding discharge or suspen¬ 
sion from school. 

“I have yet to process one 
complaint of the use of a 
firearm in the school,” he 
added. 

Bedell said there was no evi¬ 
dence that students traveling 
from other areas to Romulus 
schools are the perpetrators of 
the incidents brought up by pa¬ 
rents last night. 

“Generally speaking, and 
this is very general,” he said, 
“the type of student, the outsid¬ 
er, who comes to Romulus to go 
to school are those who are un¬ 
happy with the standards in 
their district and are seeking a 
better environment. They 
come here and are quiet, re¬ 
served.” 

Bedell said the problems 
raised by parents during the 
board meeting are the results 
of outside students gaining ac¬ 
cess to school buildings and 
causing disturbances. 

A visit by Detroit school 
security chief Frank Blount, 
Bedell said, revealed a lack of 
grafetti and vandalism in the 
school, a sign. Bedell told the 
school board, that students and 
staff are cooperative. 

“I think people are upset,” 
Bedell said. “There are two 
places you think are safe-chur¬ 
ches and schools-so when 
something like (the O’Day stab- 
bing) happens, you think

The death of heroes 


Paul Averill died last Thursday. When I read 
the chronicle of his life in the Free Press and 
News it brought back memories. I first met 
Paul at a meeting in Chicago I attended with 
my dad back in the ’60s. Mr. Averill was the 
publisher of the Birmingham Eccentric, a 
newspaper with a national reputation, at that 
time, for excellence. 

I was invited along by Paul for a whirlwind 
tour of Chicago night life, since my dad had 
other plans. The most notable event of the 
evening was my first exposure, so to speak, to a 
Greek belly-dancing performance. 

In 1970, John Reddy, now the editorial direc¬ 
tor of the Observer-Eccentric Newspapers, 
discussed Paul’s pending retirement and he 
urged me to pursue the opportunity to succeed 
Paul as publisher, which I did. 

I got to know Paul even better through our 
discussions, and came to admire him even 
more. I was at the Free Press then and the 
future looked bright there, and Paul couldn’t 
seem to bring himself to jump into retirement, 
so I stopped the pursuit. Paul finally made the 
move months later and retired to Florida. 

His daughter, Barbara, and I would speak of 
her father at press conventions occasionally 
through the years, but when you withdraw 
from active duty in this game, you are thought 
of only infrequently. 

John S. Knight, along with his brother Jim, 
began the Knight Newspaper dynasty with a 
small paper in Ohio. Knight’s column for years 
appeared regularly in the Detroit Free Press. 
John Knight’s son tragically died and when his 
grandson took an interest in the business, 
Knight was elated. Sadly, the grandson, whom 
I knew from my days at the Free Press, was 
killed in a bizarre murder. 

I only saw John S. Knight a few times and 
heard him speak to a group only once, but he 
was a man to be looked up to and to emulate in 
modeling my own life and career. 

That is, after all, I guess what this is about, 
heroes and role models. We all have them, no 
doubt. They are the men and women in our 
chosen field of endeavor who influence us, im¬ 
pact on us, and help to sculpture us into what 
we become. 

In my case, there have been many that have 
had a profound effect on molding, shaping, and 
texturing me as a publisher, employer, busi¬ 
ness owner, and decision maker. Paul Averill 
and John Knight were but two. 

Apart from my father, the man that probably 
affected my life both good and bad was John P. 
McGoff. For those of you who don’t know, John 
was the president of Panax Corporation of East 



Lansing that purchased thdse newspapers 
from my father and his partner in 1968. 

Panax continued to own and operate Associ¬ 
ated Newspapers until I purchased the news¬ 
paper group in November of 1976. I first 
learned about McGoff through a friend who 
was in the process of selling his newspaper and 
printing operation to John. My friend was a fan 
of John’s and sold me on him and his company. 

McGoff, at that time, was in his early 50s and 
had started a company called Mid-State Brod- 
casting centered in FM radio. John envisioned 
the future in store for FM but was premature. 
His company was losing money and the deci¬ 
sion was made to get into something more pro¬ 
fitable: Newspapers. 

The name was soon changed to Panax and 
the balance sheet from red to black. We were 
the first of many acquisitions in the three- 
county suburban Detroit market. 

McGoff had vision and saw an opportunity to 
create something the likes of which Michigan 
had never seen. His ideal of what might be 
caught my imagination, and a hero was born. I 
even recall calculating how many years John 
would have until retirement and thought that 
by then I would be ready to assume the throne 
as president of this new Camelot of the pub¬ 
lishing world. 

I guess the trouble with heroes is that we are, 
from the beginning, destined for disappoint¬ 
ment because we set our expectations so high .. 

. high enough that they can not or at least will 
not be fulfilled. 

I had stayed on with McGoff as general man¬ 
ager for a year, then left for the Free Press to 
satisfy a deep-seated career ambition to find 
out what big-city dailies are all about. 

I think it would be safe to say that Panax was 
more successful in other markets then Western 
Wayne County, but overall they found success, 
if that is what you call wealth, power and influ¬ 
ence. 

The bloom begin to fade from the rose, I 
think, as Panax grew and John more and more 
let others call the shots. We all will recall, no 
doubt, McGoff’s involvement in South Africa, 
the loan from that government to purchase the 
Washington Star, a transaction that was never 
culminated. 

Just as Billy Carter was once accused of 
acting as an agent of a foreign power without 
registering as such, McGoff was charged and 
the cloud hangs to this day. 

Panax liquidated and John bought the De¬ 
troit area newspapers personally. Last year he

It is too late for Robert 
O’Day, and for the seven others who died in the 
explosion of the Challenger, but perhaps they can 
show us, in death, a way to save the living, and 
thereby,the future.

Farewell, Bob... 


Last week, a young man died. For reasons 
unknown to any of us, his life was taken from 
him, just as he was perched precariously on the 
threshold of manhood. 

His death, in the halls of Romulus High School, 
came at the hand of a 16-year-old Inkster youth, 
whom police seek to charge with murder. But 
there are accomplices to the death of Robert 
O’Day, and unfortunately, each of us may be 
guilty of a contribution toward his murder . . . 
inadvertantly, insidiously and, in most cases, un¬ 
consciously and benignly . . . but guilty nonethe¬ 
less. 

How many of us really watch the television our 
children watch through their eyes? How many of 
us see our precious citizens of the future becom¬ 
ing desensitized to death, human emotions and 
the pain of others as they view murder after 
murder in living color in their own living rooms 
virtually from the time they can toddle? 

How many of us have fallen victim to the 
loosening of moral standards in our country to¬ 
day? And we do not mean moral in the sexual 
sense, but in the Christian ethic of regard for our 
fellow human being, of respect for other’s prop¬ 
erty, dignity and privacy. How many of us teach 
our children the respect we were imbued with by 
our parents? 

There have been illegitmate children since 
time began, as there has been theft, and violence. 
The difference in our society today would appear 
to be our reaction to it. 

Crime, schemes, frauds, lies, deceit and all 
manner of evil are a part of our lives, not only 
through television, but in our movies and news¬ 
papers. What we do not do, any longer, is sepa¬ 
rate those things into the realm of the unaccept¬ 
able with our children. Manners and good form 
are a thing of the past, or at least of other 
societies. 

We place no importance any longer, it would 
appear, on teaching our children a sense of 
values to take with them into the world outside 
our homes. Are we too busy? Probably. 

We live in a world paced far faster than that of 
our forebears, and yet, they fought wars, raised 
families of 10 and 14 children, ran farms, held 
down difficult jobs and fought to beat poverty 
from their doors. But they weren’t too busy to 
teach their children that certain conduct was un¬ 
acceptable and that elders were to be respected, 
as was authority.

Victims of domestic violence 
will have a better idea of where 
to go for help, under a bill re¬ 
cently signed into law. 

The new law requires police 
officers to give domestic abuse 
victims a brochure informing 
them of their rights and where 
to go for counseling and other 
help. The legislation also estab¬ 
lishes a 24-hour toll-free hotline 
to assist victims. 

A second bill, approved by the 
House and currently in commit¬ 
tee in the Senate, would have the 
Crime Victims Compensation 
Board prepare a standard 
brochure. 

Michigan already had laws 
dealing with the problem of 
domestic violence which many 
consider a model for other 
states. However, it has been 
pointed out that despite that 
law, many victims are not 
aware of their legal rights and 
the shelter services available to 
them. 

There apparently are many 
people who still believe that 
domestic violence is a part of 
marriage and are surprised to 
find, after years of abuse, that 
there are alternates. 

The brochure that police offic¬ 
ers will give victims will advise 
the victim that he or she can file 


a complaint with the county pro¬ 
secutor's office and ask for a 
court order to restrain or pre¬ 
vent the abuser from entering 
the home, further abusing the 
victim or removing minor chil¬ 
dren except as allowed by a cus¬ 
tody or visitation order. 

The brochure will also include 
information about local shelter 
services and the statewide 24- 
hour toll-free telephone 
number. 

Thus, the legisaltion provides 


for a way to let domestic vio¬ 
lence victims know that there 
are alternatives available to 
them, including temporary 
shelters and legal rights and re¬ 
medies. 

The new law and the bill in the 
Senate strengthen steps already 
taken to deal with domestic vio- \ 
lence. They should result in an 
increase in the use of services 


available to victims and, hope¬ 
fully, a decrease in the suffer¬ 
ings of families involved in 
domestic violence. 

The earlier laws allow police 
to make warrantless arrrests at 
the scene of a domestic dispute, 


allow courts to issue orders to 
keep an abusive spouse from en¬ 
tering the home or further abus¬ 
ing the victim, require that 
police be notified of such orders, 
created the Domestic Violence 
and Treatment Board to grant 
funds to shelter programs 
around the state, and require 
the collection of statistics on 
domestic violence.

Let me count the 
ways. 

For many local retailers, counting the 
ways requires a knowledge of advanced 
mathematics. 

Valentine’s Day has long been associ¬ 
ated with hearts and candy and the patter¬ 
ing sounds of tiny hearts. It was once just 
traditional to buy one’s sweetie the five- 
pound, heart-shaped, foil-wrapped, bi¬ 
level box of assorted candy. Or perhaps the 
common dozen of long stemmed roses would 
do. And, all of that would be topped off in 
the classiest of ways with the 50-cent greet¬ 
ing card that set the mood for the occasion. 

That method of Valetine gift giving and 
receiving hung around for decades. 
However, this is the ’80s, as the saying 
goes. 

Today, one finds every shop imagineable 
filled with the traditional to bizarre ways to 
fascinate, invigorate, captivate or show 
you really care. To do all of this, retailers 
have stocked their shelves full of the ordin¬ 
ary, the mundane. Hence, we still find the 
five-pound, heart-shaped, bi-level box of 
chocolates, only we now can choose be¬ 
tween the finest, the richest, the smoothest 
and the most “chocolatey”. Some candy- 
makers have opted to map out each box 
describing just what’s inside each little 
piece apparently to discourage that mys¬ 
tery soul who pokes his finger in the bottom 
of each piece and silently returns the “yuk- 
ky” ones. What’s more, some clever choco¬ 
late company thought it ideal to glue those 
nagging little wax cups together so that the 
remains of the Valentine gift could be easi¬ 
ly disposed of. Indeed, the 80s way of life is 
a convenient one. 

Aside from the traditional, many stores 
have opted for a different approach to the 
holiday. Mulholland's Dry Goods in Metro 
Place Mall, Wayne, reports a run on men’s 
jockey-style heart-patterned underwear. 
The Country Mouse Attic in Wayne is also 
stocking the backroom with doll houses by 
the dozen in hopes that Mr. Wonderful will 
buy Ms. Wonderful a childhood fantasy this 
year. And, the owners of the store report 
booming sales. 

The jewelry stores are no exception 
creating every kind of sale imagineable to 
“show her you care”, “give the lasting 
gift”, or “say what words could never re¬ 


veal”. Leo’s Jewelry & Gifts in Wayne re¬ 
ports that a man from Washington, D.C., 
brought in a garnet, a semi-precious gem¬ 
stone, and asked to have a heart cut out of 
the rather large stone and refilled with 
sparkling diamonds. The store was quick 
to oblige, of course, telling the man what 
great love he would be showing with such a 
unique gift. 

The floral scene is not a new one, but the 
prices are. A quick check of neighboring 
florists revealed prices for a dozen roses 
ranging from a “mere” $30 to $65 and up. 
These prices are up slightly, and in some 
stores considerably, from weeks before 
when the mid-winter chill caused a long- 
stem rose sale. But perhaps one should 
consider the quality aspect here - roses 
purchased at inflated prices at Valentine’s 
Day are most likely to be the best of the 
bunch, aren’t they? 

Even the card stores have taken on a new 
80ylook. In such stores one can opt for that 
time-trodden 50-cent love-and-mush card 
of old, as long as he expects to pay at least 
$1.50 for it. Or maybe the special card that 
plays “The Greatest Love of All” or 
“Brian’s Theme” would be the perfect way 
to say, “Be My Valentine.” Such musical 
performances by greeting cards don’t 
come cheap, however, with most selling 
for near $5.

But why be cynical? Money is no matter 
if what the Valentine’s Day ads say is true.

An obedience school for dogs 
is really an institution for train¬ 
ing people first , then that know¬ 
ledge must be applied to the 
dog. 

Many people ask if the train¬ 
ing lessons are “guaranteed.” 
Our answer is obvious. If the 
student does his homework, the 
knowledge is guaranteed. We 
can guarantee what we teach to 
be the correct formula for our 
students. Yet, we cannot 
guarantee that once the stu¬ 
dent leaves our school he will 
apply the knowledge to his dog. 

Your dog cannot perform if 
he has not been taught the prop¬ 


er technique by his trainer - it 
is no different than expecting a 
typewriter to operate when no 
one is depressing the keys. 

Working with a dog, or any 
animal, takes physical coor¬ 
dination and dexterity, which 
many us of lack. But controlled 
movements and gestures can 
be learned by repetition and 
patience, the dog will learn 
simultaneously. 

A dog is not being taught how 
to sit, walk, lay down or stand 
because he is born knowing 
these acts. What he is being 
taught is to do it on command, 
perhaps at a time when he 


doesn’t particularly want to 
perform. 

When a student enters class 
complaining that his dog will 
not or cannot do a certain com¬ 
mand, he is really “passing the 
buck.” A dog is capable of 
almost any feat and a simple 
command is no challenge. 
What is happening is that the 
student lacks the knowledge of 
how to obtain a performance 
from his dog when his dog is 
outsmarting him - that’s why 
dog training should be titled 
“people training.”

Dear Letter Writer: 

I think I have been taken 
advantage of by a stockbroker. 
I lost over $8,000 in 13 months. 
Please help me explain my 
position to the company.

Dear Brokerage Manager: 

On May 16, 1984, I entered 
into a relationship with one of 
your investment counselors. I 
gave him $25,000 to open my 
account. As of June, 1985, my 
portfolio was worth $16,812.00, 
a loss of approximately 
$8,188.00. 

Five years ago, I became a 
50-year-old widow with a 12- 
year-old daughter. In 1984,1 re¬ 
ceived $25,000 in proceeds from 
my late husband’s estate. 

During our first meeting, 
trying to put me at ease, your 
broker drew the following anal¬ 
ogy: “You go to a doctor for 
your medical problems. You go 
to a lawyer for your legal prob¬ 
lems. I am a money doctor and 
you come to me for your money 
problems.” 

In evaluating and assessing 
my personal reasons for con¬ 
tinuing the relationship from 
that moment forward, my only 
explanation was my total vul¬ 
nerability and naivete. At no 


time during the period May, 

1984, to June, 1985, did I ever 
feel comfortable or properly in¬ 
formed regarding my Asset 
Account. 

On a personal level, your 
broker is a very fast-talking, 
self-assured individual, who 
exhibits an air of being over¬ 
worked and exceptionally busy 
with no time to “go into detail.”

Fondue 



What rhymes with ahchoo and is really 
easy to do? FONDUE! 

Looking for something different for din¬ 
ner? FONDUE! 

Better yet, looking for a different din¬ 
ner party idea that will help your guests 
get acquainted in a hurry? Try a fondue! 

Fondue parties are cozy fun. No longer 
are these dunking parties reserved for 
skiers at fabulous Swiss resorts. Fondue 
parties are the now, once again, “in” way 
to entertain guests of all ages for snacks, 
evening get-togethers, dinner or just dess¬ 
erts. 

Our family enjoyed a cheese fondue din¬ 
ner recently and it was just short of a 
party with even my youngest getting into 
the swing of things, laughing and talking 
as everyone tried to swirl their bread and 
veggies in a communal pot. We didn’t 
even bother with the traditional heavy pot 
and long fondue forks. We set the bubbling 
pot on a trivet in the middle of the table, 
passed the plates and just used regular 
dinner forks. 

Fondueing is an excellent meal for 
vegetarians and folks who are into heal¬ 
thy eating. Our basic cheese fondue con¬ 
sisted of grated Swiss cheese, some broth 
(or wine and beer can be used), a few tab¬ 
lespoons or flour or cornstarch, bread 
cubes and fresh vegetables. 

The cheese fondue was the first and 
probably remains the most famous of the 
fondues. Now there are scores of other 
favorites - meat, fish and seafood ones, 
appetizers and nibbler fondues, and my 
favorite, the dessert fondues. All can be 
quickly, easily and economically pre¬ 
pared and enjoyed by you, your family 
and guests. 

Before going out and purchasing a fon¬ 


due pot, think about what and who you will 
be preparing for. A metallic pot with slop¬ 
ing sides is needed for preparing most 
fondues that utilize hot oil for cooking. 
Never use a ceramic or pottery pot for 
this type of fondue as the oil must be kept 
very hot (about 360 degrees) during the 
dinner. The continued high heat could 
cause a pottery or ceramic pot to crack 
and break with disastrous results. Per¬ 
sonally speaking, the best fondue pot 
around is one that is manufactured by 
LeCreuset and is an enameled cast-iron 
version which sits on a small burner that 
you can fill with fuel as needed. This little 
pot is exceptional for cheese fondues be¬ 
cause the cheese never gets a chance to 
burn on the bottom, yet the pot is strong 
enough to handle any type of hot oil or 
broth. 

Copper pots are too hard to keep clean 
and presentable (they’re also very expen¬ 
sive) and I don’t like the quality of the less 
expensive aluminum and stainless-steel 
pots. 

Fondue forks should be aroung nine to 
10 inches long for a hot oil fondue, but any 
long-handled dinner fork will do nicely. 

The specialty fondue forks have insu¬ 
lated handles that won’t get hot. Fondue 
plates are divided dinner plates that can 
hold many different sauces and dips. If 
you are in the market to purchase a fon¬ 
due pot, here’s a little primer on what to 
look for when deciding what pot and fuel to 
buy. 

Canned heat is available just about any¬ 
where. The most recognized is Sterno. 
Small cans holding about two and one-half 
ounces will burn for about 50 to 60 mi¬ 
nutes. To operate, simply remove the lid

from the can, touch with a 
match and you’re in business. 
Professionally speaking,, 
however, canned heat cannot 
get my hot oil hot enough, so I 
recommend that you preheat 
everything on the stove, then 
use the canned heat to keep ev¬ 
erything hot. 

Canned or bottled alcohol is 
widely used in most fondue pots 
or chafing dishes. The contain¬ 
er which holds the fuel is usual¬ 
ly filled with glass wool or it has 
a small wick. Denatured alco¬ 
hol gives the hottest heat, has 
less odor and is less expensive 
than rubbing or isopropyl alco¬ 
hol. Denatured alcohol can be 
easily purchased at drug and 
hardware stores. 

Never fill alcohol fuel con¬ 
tainers more than half full. To 
be able to judge the best, allow 
about 1 tablespoonful of alcohol 
for every 12 minutes of burning 
time. Make^sure you fill the 
tank over the sink or a news¬ 
paper as alcohol can damage 
the finish of most tabletops. Be 
sure to wipe the top and sides 
with a dry cloth to catch any 
spillage and NEVER refill a 
hot pot while it is hot or burn¬ 
ing. Extinguish the flame first. 
Allow to cool slightly, then re¬ 
fill as necessary. 

When cleaning and getting 


ready to put away, make sure 
fuel is emptied so that an 
accidental spill and fire won’t 
happen. 

Sound complicated? Hardly. 
Check out the recipes below 
and see for yourself. Fon- 
dueing can be fun!

ALPINE CHEESE FONDUE 

1 clove garlic, cut in half 
1/2 pound Gruyere cheese 

2 cups cheap white wine 
dash Tobasco (hot sauce) 

1/2 pound Swiss cheese 

3 tablespoons flour 
dash nutmeg 

1 oz. kirsch or cognac 
Rub the inside of a fondue pot 
with cut garlic. Pour wine in 
pot and bring to a simmer. 
When small bubbles begin 
forming, grate cheese and toss 
cheese with flour. Stir in hand¬ 
fuls of cheese, stirring con¬ 
stantly. Stir in spices and 
kirsch or cognac. Enjoy with 
bread and vegetables. 

NOTE: For a family varia¬ 
tion, substitute chicken broth 
for wine and delete kirsch or 
cognac. 

Try this recipe and sprinkle 
in 1 cup of finely chopped Cana¬ 
dian bacon or ham and use 
bread and veggies.to pick up. 


BAGNA CAUDA 

This is a basic hot oil fondue 
that can be used as a beef fon¬ 
due, battered shrimp or veggie 
fondue. 

1/2 cup of butter 
2/3 cup peanut oil 
3 small cloves of garlic, sli¬ 
vered 

Combine butter, oil and gar¬ 
lic in blender or processor and 
process until smooth. Pour into 
a fondue pot, heat and go to 
town! 


EASY CHOCOLATE FONDUE 
5 Milky Way bars (buy 6 and eat 
one) 

1 cup sour cream 
1 oz. sweet liqueur (brandy, 
cointreau, Southern Comfort, 
etc.) 

Unwrap bars and gently heat 
in a double boiler until melted. 
Stir in sour cream and liqueur. 
Use this fondue with fresh 
fruit, poundcake, marshmal¬ 
lows, doughnuts and nuts.

DEAR INVESTOR: The Fed 

has been moving slowly and 
cautiously in regard to money 
management. The rapid in¬ 
crease in the money supply (M- 
1) is now being accelerated by 
falling oil prices, which to a de¬ 
gree has the same effect. 

To the consuming public, it 
makes little difference if li¬ 
quidity is furnished by the Fed 
or OPEC. The Fed indicated its 
concern last week by draining 
funds from the banking sys¬ 
tem. It would still appear that 
the Fed wants economic 
growth in the 3 percent range. 


If economic activity exceeds 
that target, they will drain re¬ 
serves. 

Fed policy may now have to 
counter the effect of falling oil 
prices. Last week’s unemploy¬ 
ment decrease and Fed action 
to reduce reserves may have 
sent a chill through the market. 
This week, interest rates will 
move to the high side of their 
recent trading range, but will 
have a sharper rise if the Fed 
continues to drain reserves. 

Gold and silver traders anti¬ 
cipate the reduction of gold in¬ 
ventory by OPEC members, 
which will continue to put 
downward pressure on pre¬ 
cious metal prices. 

For this week, short-term 
traders will be holders, hoping 
a stronger market will carry' 


prices higher. However, some 
sell programs are ready if the 
market shows weakness. In¬ 
termediate-term traders are 
“bottom fishing’’ in major oil 
stocks, hoping OPEC will re¬ 
duce production. Long-term 
traders will continue to sit on 
the sidelines. 

For this week, I see the mar¬ 
ket opening mixed to up and 
struggling to move higher. 
Secondary issues and oil stocks 
continue to be under selling 
pressure. However, what looks 
like a strong upward move in 
large capital stocks may be 
masking a broad-based dis¬ 
tribution pattern that is de¬ 
veloping. 

Strong volume, with slight 
upward price improvement, 
may set the stage for a market 


decline. Fed policy statements 
due at midweek may have a 
negative effect on the market. 

NOTE: New-home sales 
climbed 1.7 percent in Decem¬ 
ber to the highest level since 
July; factory orders surged 2.7 
percent in December due to 
large aircraft orders; con¬ 
struction spending jumped 2.8 
percent and construction con¬ 
tracts fell 2 percent; OPEC oil 
ministers failed to agree on 
how to stem tumbling oil 
prices; U.S. automakers’ sales 
up only 1.2 percent in January 
despite sales incentives.

The U.S. Savings Bond, once the ugly duckling of the financial 
world, has grown into something worth a second look. 

^ “Americans who abandoned, along with their passbook sav- 
, ings accounts, the idea of buying Savings Bonds will be surprised 
to learn that they might be overlooking a good savings and invest- 
; ment opportunity,” said Steven R. Mead, executive director of 
the U.S. Savings Bonds program. 

Bond rates now change every six months, with owners receiv- 
. ing an average of the rates for the periods the bonds are held. 
Each six-month period is calculated at 85 percent of the average 
return on five-year Treasury securities. 

“Tying U.S. Savings Bonds to Treasury security rates,” Mead 
. said, “allows bond interest to go as high as the market dictates. At 
the same time, the government guarantees a rate of 7.5 percent 
even if the market should fall below that level.” 

Bonds must be held at least five years from the date of purchase 
to earn the market-based rate. Bonds cashed before the five-year 
holding period ends receive interest on a fixed, graduated scale 
beginning at 5.5 percent. 

Program offers free 
group tax assistance 

Groups of taxpayers may receive free income tax assistance at 
convenient times and locations in their community, the Internal 
Revenue Service said today. 

Known as Community Outreach Tax Assistance, this group 
assistance program is designed to either help taxpayers prepare 
their own returns or help them learn about tax law provisions and 
recent changes of particular interest to them, according to Acting 
District Director Paul H. Thornton. 

“Community Outreach Tax Assistance is especially attractive 
for many who need help, because the program is offered at conve¬ 
nient times and places in the local community. It’s especially 
meant for taxpayers who are unable to seek help at IRS offices 
during normal business hours,” Thornton said. 

Community Outreach Tax Assistance offers self-help tax re¬ 
turn preparation in group situations. An IRS representative leads 
the group of taxpayers through the return line-by-line. Commun¬ 
ity Outreach Tax Assistance also offers tax information seminars 
highlighting new tax law or specific aspects of individual, busi¬ 
ness, farm and other income tax provisions, followed by question 
and answer sessions. 

For locations in your community, call the IRS at 1-800-424-1040. 
If you are part of a group and would like to set up a free self-help 
session or a tax information seminar for your group, you should 
also contact the IRS to make arrangements.

For employees of the more than 39,000 
companies that offer payroll savings plans for bonds, the invest¬ 
ment per pay period could be less. 

Payroll savings is an effective way to build the savings habit, 
but bonds also can be purchased through banks and other savings 
institutions, Federal Reserve Banks and by mail from the Bureau 
of Public Debt, Washington, D.C., 20226. 

There is no risk on the principal investment in bonds and no 
brokers fees to complete the purchase. 

Depending on one’s circumstances, this feature can raise the 
effective yield on a bond investment to a figure equal to or better 
than some money market funds. 

The tax defferal feature also would work in favor of those 
planning for retirement assuming that they cash the bonds after 
retirement when tax responsibility is less due to lower income. 

Persons in need of some current income but who prefer not to 
touch their capital can achieve this by exchanging accumulated 
Series EE (or E) Bonds for Series HH Bonds, which pay interest 
by semiannual Treasury checks as it’s earned. Tax liability on 
the accumulated interest on the bonds exchanged can be deferred 
until the HH Bonds are cashed or reach final maturity.

The clock on the wall of the 
North Farmington gym read 
0:16, fourth quarter. HOME 56, 
VISITOR, 58. 

The fans on both sides of the 
gym chomped on their bubble¬ 
gum a little harder. 

Both coaches - Gordie Davis, 
the veteran from Westland 
John Glenn, and Tom 
Negoshian of North Farming- 
ton fame - probably had a mil¬ 
lion thoughts running through 
their minds. 

Then North’s Mark Ragland 
stepped to the free throw line. 

Ragland canned both free 
throws and the game was tied 
at 58-all. North fans went wild 
as thoughts of victory danced 
in their heads. Glenn’s fans 
were nervous but knowing 
their team would somehow 
come through. 

And they somehow did, 
thanks to Steve Hawley. 

Hawley, who had a luke¬ 
warm first half with only six 
points but had heated up in the 
second, scoring 17, brought the 
ball up the floor. The crescendo 


of noise grew as he neared the 
basket, and with three seconds 
left, Hawley paused, popped, 
and canned a 15-footer for the 
game-winning basket in the 
Rockets’ crucial 60-58 victory 
over their arch-rivals. 

When North’s last-ditch 
effort to tie the game failed, the 
entire Rockets squad, includ¬ 
ing managers Rob Hubbard 
and Jim Tachar, rushed the 
floor to celebrate their ninth 
straight victory, and their 11th 
win in 15 games this year. 

“We found out the character 
of this team in this game,” 
Davis commented. “We really 
worked on defense with man- 
to-man full court. We showed a 
lot of intensity.” 

The rest of the game was 
anything but pretty for Glenn 
as the Rockets struggled. The 
first half was a perfect exam¬ 
ple as North got off to a 6-0 
mark on baskets by Rick 
Anderson and Paul Wahr- 
mann. Glenn kept close in the 
first quarter thanks to six 
points from Andy Grazulis and 
four from Gerry Diete-Spiff. 
But North still led, 15-10, at the 
buzzer. The Raiders, whose re¬ 


cord dropped to 7-7, 5-7 in the

Academic ineligibility cosily fot SAC Conference champ 


Inkster surrenders share of lead to Highland Park

Academic ineligibility is pro¬ 
ving costly for Inkster High, 
the defending Suburban Athle¬ 
tic Conference basketball 
champs.

They now share top billings 
with the Parkers. 

“There seems to be no stan¬ 
dard policy among the school 
districts about academic eligi¬ 
bility,” Thomson said.

school district’s rules can be 
lower - or higher - than 
another’s.” 

In the meantime, Thompson 
has established a tutoring class 
for those who need help. “I am 
really frustrated over all of 
this. When you look at the 
criteria used (for eligibility) in 
some of the neighboring com¬ 
munities, they are not the 
same. There should be some¬ 
thing universal for all of them 
to use.” 

Without two of their starters, 
including their leading scorer, 
out of their line-up, the Vikings 
struggled past Robichaud. In¬ 
kster held on to win, 63-61. 

Robichaud eked out a 15-14 
lead after the first eight mi¬ 
nutes, then both teams ex¬ 
changed baskets on equal 
terms the next period and 
broke for intermission with the 
Bulldogs enjoying a 29-28 
advantage. 

Andre Davis provided the 


Vikings with the impetus and 
eight points in the third period 
to pull the defending champs 
up by four, but neither team 
managed to hold more than a 
four-point edge througout the 
game.

Davis connected on eight 
field goals and sank 8 of 8 at the 
free throw line for a game high 
24 points.

Ken Covard led Robichaud 
with 18 points and Barnett and 
Marshall also scored in double 
figures with 10 and 12, respec¬ 
tively. 


At Highland Park it was a 
different story. Although Inks¬

It wasn't always that way, 
mind you.

Task force seeks to end flooding

Farmers in western Wayne 
County will be able to clean de¬ 
bris from county ditches with¬ 
out charge this year under a 
proposal brought before state 
conservation officials by a spe¬ 
cial task force designed to 
study the causes of flooding in 
tne area. 

According to Wayne County 
Commissioner Milton Mack, 
the proposal is just one of 
several that the task force is 
preparing to recommend in an 
effort to alleviate the problem 
of early spring flooding which 
has plaqued farmers through¬ 
out the county. 

“It is a big problem, and very 
definitely a growing concern,” 
said Mack. “The task force has 


been looking at several ways of 
alleviating the flooding condi¬ 
tion, and cluttered ditches are 
a major cause.” 

Mack said the problem of 
maintaining clean ditches is 
compounded by the fact that 
funding cannot be supplied by 
either the state or county. “The 
cost of cleaning the ditches is 
assessed against the residents 
who benefit from it,” he said. 
“Consequently, there isn’t that 
much money or manpower 
available through the Wayne 
County Drain Commissioner.” 

One solution, said Mack, 
would be to waive the fees nor¬ 
mally associated with such 
cleaning processes and allow 
individual farmers to clean 
ditches on their own property. 

“It is getting to be quite a 
problem,” said Mack. “Many 
of the county drains have not 


been cleaned for some time, 
and some of the drains actually 
have full-grown trees popping 
out of them. 

“That’s like putting a dam 
right smack in the middle. It 
just doesn’t allow for proper 
run-off, and flooding is bound to 
occur.” 

Flooding has been a major 
early-season headache for far¬ 
mers living in Canton, Van 
Buren, Romulus, Sumpter and 
Huron townships, particularly 
since it severely hampers 
plans for spring planting. 

Mack will address the prob¬ 
lem when he speaks at the 
annual meeting of the Wayne 
County Soil Conservation Dis¬ 
trict on Feb. 26 at the Wayne 
County Extension and Educa¬ 
tion Center, 5454 Venoy in 
Wayne. Further information 
on the meeting can be obtained 
by calling 721-6550.

DOG LICENSE W B 

All dogs in the City of Romulus must be licensed. This is for your 
benefit. If your family pet ever slips its leash, this policy could keep 
your child from being heartbroken. Also, if you are bitten, knowing that 
the dog is licensed and has had rabies shots can save you from wor¬ 
rying about a painful series of innoculations. The law was designed to 
benefit all City residents, whether or not they own dogs. 

A City dog license costs $5.00 for both male and female dogs. Licenses 
for spayed and neutered dogs cost only $1.50. A lower license fee for 
these dogs is intended to help control the rise in the canine population. 
Senior citizens (age 65 or older) pay only $2.50 or $.75 per license. Proof 
of rabies vaccination must be presented when applying for a new dog 
license or renewal. March 1st of every year is the deadline for license 
renewal. A late fee of $1.50, in addition to the regular fee will be charged 
after that date.

Bring a rabies vaccination certificate and an affadavit or Veterinary 
Certificate for spayed female or neutered male dogs, as well as proof of 
your age, if you qualify for the senior citizen discount, to:
